Rush University Enters a New Era of Integration 


Rush University recently took a big step toward building an integrated university with an adminis- 
trative restructuring that adds associate provosts who will head educational, research, student, and 
faculty affairs across the University. Appointed by Thomas Deutsch, MD 1979, Provost and Henry 
P. Russe, MD, Dean of the Rush Medical College, the leaders will work with all four colleges, orga- 
nizing, administering and enhancing programs. This restructuring gives Rush Medical College new 
pathways to share successful strategies in research and education, resources, and opportunities for 
cross-discipline collaboration with other Rush colleges. Paul Jones, MD 1983, has been appointed 
associate provost of student affairs, and James Mulshine, MD, vice president for research, serves as 
the associate provost of research affairs. The associate provost positions for educational affairs and 
faculty affairs have not yet been filled. Additionally, Lois Halstead, PhD, RN, has been appointed 
to the new position of vice provost for university affairs. 


More Than $200 Million Raised for Rush 


The Campaign for Rush University Medical Center shows great momentum, with gifts and pledges 
totaling more than $201.5 million, more than two-thirds of the way to its $300 million goal. The 
campaign will transform Rush’s campus, including the construction of a new hospital, but it will 
also strengthen Rush University, with $70 million planned for student financial assistance and 
research. To date, more than $12 million has been donated specifically to Rush Medical College 


for student scholarships.
